Sterilizing Italy 
The Italian parliament, under Mussolini’s dictatorship, is 
considering what its said to be the most drastic censorship law in 
the world’s histm y. 
Everything political, journalistic, literary, dramatic and artistic 
is to be IOO per cent pure. Nothing in public life that disagrees 
with Fascism will be permitted. The ministry of the interior and 
the provincial police are to nave authority over newspapers, thea­ 
tres, movies, books, paintings, phonograph records and advertise­ 
ments. 
It will be a great drive against “pornography and sedi­ 
tion.” 
Italy, no doubt, can stand quite a little clamping down of the 
lid on pornography, especially in southern cities like Naples, where 
vice of many kinds has long flourished to an appalling degree. 
Sedition is another matter, too easily confused with mere differ­ 
ent’ e of political thinking in a regime like the present. 
Most out­ 
siders, and many insiders, will not agree that political purity means 
IOO per cent Fascism. 
Even in the other realms where this censorship is to be ap 
plied, it may be sadly overdone. Italy has been a great country, 
as great as any in the world in many departments of human life, 
and especially great in the arts and sciences. 
What would have 
happened if such a system of control as is now proposed had exist 
cd during the Italian renaissance? 
Would there have been any 
Michaelangelos or Leonardo da Vincis or Benvenuto: Cellinis, or 
any Dantes or Bocaccios or Tassos, if there had been political 
censors to scrub, cut, denature and sterilize everything they did? 
Too much sterilization means sterility.

It is reported that the chaperon, almost extinct since the 
World war, has now come back into great favor in London. Girls 
who don’t have available women relatives to do this service for 
them are now hiring chaperons to accompany them to dinners, 
balls, and other social affairs. 

Striek­ 
er social supervision for its own sake is still unimportant to Lon­ 
don’s debutantes. But the notion seems to have got around that the 
demure, thoroughly chaperoned girls are more attractive to very 
eligible young men than the the modern maidens w ho go about in 
complete freedom.

512,226 less than the proposed budget 
sumbitted by Governor Vie Donahey 
in one of ins 
legislative messages. 
The governor’s recommendation total­ 
ed $54,205,698. 
Cuts made by the committee, com­ 
pared with the governor's budget, in­ 
cluded $6,342,061 in the general divis­ 
ion, $614,365 for educational institu­ 
tions and $555,800 for state welfare in­ 
stitutions; $900,000 for school equali­ 
zation funds and $3,427,061 for the 
state highway department. 
The $900,000 cut (n school funds was 
made in view of the proposal to enact 
a half-mill direct state tax levy to 
provide funds for wek school districts 
and for state educational institutions. 
This proposed levy, to be in effect 
hut one year, is 
expected to yield 
about $6,500,000 in state revenue. 
The reduction of $3,427,061 in high­ 
way funds was in expectation that the 
present legislature will increase the 
state gasoline tax from two to three 
cents per gallon and that the addi­ 
tional $7,000,000

year, 
resulting 
from the extra one-cent tax, will be 
used only for highway construction, 
60 per cent of the money, about $4,-

There are in all twelve o f these 
so cial agencies in New Yo rk and it 
co sts them mo re than § 100,000 a year 
to find jo bs fo r the physically and 
mentally deficient men and wo men 
who mu.st have gainfu l o cciipailo ns 
hu t can no t find wo rk themselves. 
Mo re than 1000 perso ns so handicap­ 
ped apply fo r su ch help every mo nth 
in Manhattan, and altlio u gh there are 
twelve o rganizatio ns that u ndertake 
to render the necessary assistance it 
remains a fact that there are large 
gro u ps o f the handicapped who are 
no t adeau atcly pro vided fo r. Tho ne­ 
glected o nes are paiticu larly the blind 
and the deaf and du mb, it is stated. 
One big reaso n this fo rm o f so cial 
wo rk is no t fu nctio ning .successfully 
is the lack o f co o rdinatio n amo ng 
tho se u ndertaking it. 
Emplo yers, it 
is said, beco me irritated by repeated 
visits fro m representatives o f different 
agencies, all o f which have the same 
general o bjective in view bu t are o per­ 
ating u po n a hit o r miss basis and are 
no t equ ipped with info rmatio n as to 
(lie labo r requ irements o f the eniplo i’- 
ers o r their attitu de to ward giving 
wo rk to anybo dy who can, perhaps, 
o nly “make half a hand." 
The su ggestio n gro wing o ut o f this 
ascertainment o f fact is that there 
sho u ld be fewer agencies, that they 
sho u ld all wo rk to gether, and that they 
sho uld maintain a co mmo n card index 
system that will be o f aid and valu e to 
all. 
If this is bro u ght abo u t, it is 
predicted, this branch o f so cial wo rk 
will no t be so expensive, and thu s the 
bu rden will be eased fo r tho se who 
mu st o r do .supply the fund.s. 
Ano ther 
facto r 
that 
co ntribu tes 
largely to the pro blem o f helping 
handicapped men and wo men to be­ 
co me self su ppo rting is the preju dice 
o f many emplo yers against having 
su ch per.so ns in their establishments. 
Many lu ch an emplo yer has been 
kno wn to reject o ffhand, witho u t tbe 
slightest co nsideratio n o f the su b­ 
ject. the su ggestio n that he give wo rk 
to ev?n a limited nu mber o f u nfo rtu n­ 
ates. 
And yet it is asserted by the experts 
that with pro per discriminatio n In 
the assignment o f wo rk )DhysicalIy 
handicapped perso ns o ften make de­ 
sirable emplo yees. This Is evidenced, 
it is po inted o u t in the repo rt o f Miss 
LaDame’s su rvey, by the fact that a 
large pro po rtio n o f the handicapped 
fo r who m wo rk was fo u nd to y so cial 
agencies o f New Yo rk last year were 
placed with firra.s which had had pre­ 
vio us experiejice with handicapped 
wo rkers, and that in .so me instances 
handicapped perso ns have been ad­ 
vanced to execu tive o r o ther iinpo .t- 
ant po sitio ns. 
.Still ano ther difficu lty, (he repo rts 
says is the mental attitu de o f the 
handicapped perso ns to ward wo rk. 
They u ndere.stiinate their ability to do 
it. They have pro bably been hu mo red 
and made to feel that they are en­ 
titled to very special co nsideratio n. 
As a res\ilt they are extremely ban! 
to su it and their desires are o ften o ut 
o f keeping with their qu alificatio ns. 
On the o ther hand, there are tho se 
who lack co nfidence In tliemselves 
and requ ire a great deal o f ho hstering 
u p o n the part o f the ageucie.s. 
Cripples in particu lar, says the re­ 
po rt, are pro ne to beco me o b.sessed 
with the idea that the wo rld is no t giv- 
ing them a squ are deal. Tho se who 
have this idea arc handicapped no t 
fjfly b y their phjsical disability bu t 
by their mental attitu de to ward life. 
And yet, in spile o f all thi.s disto rted 
view o f their so cial u seftilness. rights, 
and o bligatio ns o n the part o f (ho se 
who mu st be helpe<l, tlie repo rt says 
Ciat the tcstiriK iiy o f emplo yers 
n 
New Yo rk as well as in Cleveland and 
Detro it indicates that many handi- 
cai)ped wo rkers, if placed in pro perly 
selected o ccu patio ns, are ju st as satis- 
fat to ry as wo rkers with no disability, 
and a m o ften even mo re efficient. 
-Amo ng so cial agencies there are (wo 
qu ite different po ii< ies in the place­ 
ment o f handicapped wo rkers, acco rd­ 
ing to the investigato r. The first 
po licy i.s indicated by the statement 
by the head o f o ne agency: "Unless I 
believe that a handicapped applicant 
can beco me an eco no mic-asset to an 
emplo yer. 1 wo n’t send him o u t to 
try to get a jo b. Aa fo r tho se handi­ 
capped applicant« who are no t go o d 
emplo yment investments, they mu st 
be a charge upo n the co mmu nity. 
Sheltered wo rksho ps o r so me o ther 
means o f meeting these needs mu st be 
pro vided." 
Tbe seco nd po licy, R is explained, 
places emphasis o n the immediate 
need o f the applicant fo r emplo yment. 
The impo rtant thing, it ho lds, is to 
get a jo b fo r the applicant. He needs 
it fro m a therapeu tic a.s well aa fro m 
an eco no mic po int o f v iew. So meho w 
the emplo yer mu.st be persu aded 
try him. 
In repo rting the resu lt o f the su,-- 
vey, William Ho dso o , execu tive direc­ 
to r o f the Welfare Cchincil. said: 
"The significance o f this repo rt lies 
no t .so much in tbe findings as in (he 
fact that so cial agencies which were 
already do ing very go o d wo rk In this 
field themselves reco gnised the po ssi­ 
bility o f impro ving their .service to the 
co mmu nity thro u gh co o rdinatio n o f 
their wo rk, and so a.sked the Uu sseil 
Sage Fo u ndatio n to investigate their 
activities, end co o perated mo st tho r­ 
o ughly in tbe investigatio n."

hut can not lind work themselves. 
More than 1000 persons so handicap­ 
ped apply for such help every month 
in Manhattan, and although there are 
twelve organizations that undertake 
to render the necessary assistance it 
remains a fact that there are large 
groups of the handicapped who are 
not adequately provided for. 
The ne­ 
glected ones are particularly the blind 
and the deaf and dumb, it is stated. 
One big reason this form of social 
work is not functioning successfully 
is the lack of coordination among 
those undertaking it. 
Employers, it 
is said, become irritated by repeated 
visits from representatives of different 
agencies; all of which have the same 
general objective in view but are oper­ 
ating upon a hit or miss basis and are 
not equipped with information as to 
the labor requirements of the employ­ 
ers or their attitude toward giving 
work to anybody who can, perhaps, 
only “make half a hand.” 
The suggestion growing out of this 
ascertainment of fact is that there 
should be fewer agencies, that they 
should all work together, and that they 
should maintain a common card index 
system that will be of aid and value to 
all. 
If this is brought about, it is 
predicted, this branch of social work 
will not be so expensive, and thus the 
burden will be eased for those who 
must or do supply the funds. 
Another 
factor 
that 
contributes 
largely to the problem of helping 
handicapped men and women to be­ 
come self supporting is the prejudice 
of many employers against having 
such persons in their establishments. 
Many such an employer has been 
known to reject offhand, without the 
slightest consideration of the sub­ 
ject. the suggestion that he give work 
to even a limited number of unfortun­ 
ates. 
And yet it is asserted by the experts 
that with proper discrimination in 
the assignment of work physically 
handicapped persons often make de­ 
sirable employees. This is evidenced, 
it is pointed out in the report of Miss 
La Dame’s survey, by the fact that a 
large proportion of the handicapped 
for whom work w ag fo u n d toy social 
agencies of New York last year were 
placed with firms which had had pre­ 
vious experience 
with 
handicapped 
workers, and that in some instances 
handicapped persons have been ad­ 
vanced to executive or other import­ 
ant positions. 
Still another difficulty, the reports 
says is the mental attitude of the 
handicapped 
persons 
toward 
work. 
They underestimate their ability to do 
it. They have probably been humored 
and made to feel that they are en­ 
titled to very special consideration. 
As a result they are extremely hard 
to suit, and their desires are often out 
of keeping with their qualifications. 
On the other hand, there are those 
who lack confidence in themselves 
and require a great deal of bolstering 
up on the part of the agencies. 
Cripples in particular, says the re­ 
port, are prone to become obsessed 
with the idea that the world is not giv­ 
ing them a square deal.

have this idea are handicapped not

Many *uch an employer has been 
known to reject offhand, without the 
slightest consideration of the sub­ 
ject, the suggestion that he give work 
to even a limited number of unfortun­ 
ates. 
Anti yet it is asserted by the experts 
that with limper discrimination in 
the assignment of work physically 
handicapped persons often make de­ 
sirable employees. This is evidenced, 
it is pointed out in the report of Miss 
LaDame’s survey, by the fact that a 
large proportion of the handicapped 
fo r w h o m w o r k w a s f o u n d b y s o c i a l 
agencies of New York last year were 
placed with firms which had had pre­ 
vious 
experience 
with 
handicapped 
workers, and that in some instances 
handicapped persons have been ad­ 
vanced to executive or other import­ 
ant positions. 
Still another difficulty, the reports 
says is the mental attitude of the 
handicapped 
persons toward 
work. 
They underestimate their ability to do 
it. They have probably been humored 
and made to feel that they are en­ 
titled to very special consideration. 
As a result they are extremely bard 
to suit and their desires are often out 
of keeping with their qualifications. 
On the other hand, there are those 
who lack confidence in themselves 
and require a great deal of bolstering 
up on tho part of the agencies. 
Cripples in particular, says the re­ 
port, are prone to become obsessed 
with the idea that the world is not giv- 
ing them a square deal.

At the same time it rep orted on «nii- 
other bill which wou ld have p erm itted 
u se of cou nty, district and mu nicip al 
road fu nds on state rou tes, a p erm is­ 
sion not granted u nder the p re.sent 
state road law. f’onslderahle lim ita­ 
tion of this right also was favored 
by the committee 
which 
p rop osed 
strik ing ou t all the p '» Tt of the bill 
which wou ld p erm it the u se of cou nty 
and district general levy road fu u rts 
and wou ld hold the p rivilege only to 
sp ecial levies and bond issu es. 
Su ggestion that im mediate action be 
tak en on these bills .seemed lik ely to 
draw op p osition and the requ est was 
withdrawn, leaving to come u p , on the 
am endm ent stage in the hou se tomrn'- 
row.

ROAD MEASURES 
IN LOWER HOUSE 


Senate Bill for Seven 
Favorite Routes Op­ 
posed by Committee. 


Two road bills which in the Initial 
session were designated as emergency 
measures were reported yesterday In 
the house of delegates by the roads 
committee. 
One, providing for issue of bonds to 
replace those redeemed from earlier 
Issues, was not satisfactory to the 
committee as it passed the senate and 
in place of the senate provisions for 
seven favored routes the house com­ 
mittee recommended a return to th3 
basis of allotment among the counties. 
it proposes to strike out the section 
of the bill setting aside 62,000,000 for 
the selected routes, and to insert in 
its place the provision of past bond 
laws, that 80 per cent, of the ftfnds be 
divided among the counties and (he 
remaining 20 per cent, spent at the 
i discretion of the state road commis 
sion. 
At the same time it reported on an­ 
other bill which would have permitted 
use of county, district and municipal 
road funds on state routes, a permis­ 
sion not granted under the present 
state road law. Considerable limita­ 
tion of this right also was favored 
by the committee 
which 
proposed 
striking out all the pyrt of the bill 
which would permit the use of county 
and district general levy road funds 
and would hold the privilege only to 
special levies and bond issues. 
Suggestion that immediate action be 
taken on these bills seemed likely to 
draw opposition and the request was 
withdrawn, leaving to come up, on the 
amendment stage In the house tomor­ 
row. 
The senate meantime went through 
Its calendar with only minor Interrup­ 
tions, one of which centered on a bill 
to permit healing by prayer. Already 
having reached its second reading in 
the upper branch with a favorable re­ 
port from the committee on medicine, 
the bill struck a snag and with Sena­ 
tor Alderson urging that it be turned 
over to the judiciary and Senators 


Hiner and Hallanan opposing that m o 
tion, the .senate decided by a vote of 
14 to & to send it back to ’he commit­ 
tee room.

W orkhouse Sentences For Drunken Drivers 
Xo mercy will be shown motorist* who face the Columbus 
municipal court on charges of driving whAe intoxicated, Judge E. 
V. Mahaffey warned yesterday when he meted out workhouse 
sent* rn es to two offenders. 
One man was sentenced to four months’ imprisonment and 
fined $200 and costs. He was arrested after his automobile had 
crashed into a light standard, narrowly missing i policeman. 
Another offender, who drove his machine into a telephone 
pole, was given a 90-day workhouse sentence and fined $100 and 
coat . 
“There are too many drivers operating their machines while 
under the influence of liquor,” Judge Mahaffey said, “and there is 
not another violation of the law that is more dangerous to the 
public. I will continue lo impose sentences that will impress on 
the minds of those brought before me that the practice will not 
be tolerated or condoned.” 
If Judge Mahaffey*! example were emulated throughout the 
state, the automobile accident toll would show a decrease during 
tho year. 


Sterilizing Italy 
The Italian parliament, under Mussolini’s dictatorship, is 
considering what its said to be the most drastic censorship law in 
the world's history. 
Everything political, journalistic, literary, dramatic and artistic 
is to be IOO per cent pure. Nothing in public life that disagrees 
with Fascism will be jjermitted. The ministry of the interior and 
the provincial police are to nave authority over newspapers, thea­ 
tres, movies, books, paintings, phonograph records and advertise­ 
ments. 
It will be a great drive against “pornography and sedi­ 
tion.” 
Italy, no doubt, can stand quite a little clamping down of the 
lid on pornography, especially in southern cities like Naples, where 
vice ol many kinds has long flourished to an appalling degree. 
Sedition is another matter, too easily confused with mere differ­ 
ence of political thinking in a regime like the present. Most out­ 
siders, and many insiders, will not agree that political purity means 
IOO per cent Fascism. 
Even in the other realms where this censorship Is to be ap 
plied, it may be sadly overdone. Italy has been a great country, 
as great as any in the world in many departments of human life, 
and especially great in the arts and sciences. W hat would have 
happened if such a system of control as is now proposed had exist 
cd during the Italian renaissance? 
Would there have been any 
Michaelangulos or Leonardo da Vincis or Benvenuto Cellinis, or 
any Dantes or Bocaccios or Tassos, if there had been political 
censors to scrub, cut, denature and sterilize everything they did? 
Too much sterilization means sterility.
